WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP) 
~The i8 tanks the United 
States sold to Saudi Arabia and 
then held up in transit were on 
their way again to that Middle 
Eastern country today. 

The freighter James Monroe 
gailed with the controversial 
cargo from a Brooklyn pier at 
6:30 a.m. after the crew had de- 
manded a “war zone” 
and settled for war risk insur- 
ance of $5000 each 

Israel's Ambassador Abba 
Eban gave notice he would re- 
new his plea to the State De- 
partment for $50,000,000 worth 
of arms which his country has 
been trying to buy since Nov. 
16. 

Saudi Arabia, site of a big 
United States Air Force base 
and extensive oil fields oper- 
ated by American companies, 
ordered and pald for the 25- 
ton tanks last year under a 
1951 agreement. 

The Administration embar- 
goed all arms shipments to the 
Middle East early Friday fol- 
lowing protests from Israel and 
members of Congress. But 
President Eisenhower lifted the 
bar Saturday night. 

Explanation Demanded. 

Senator George (Dem.),.Geor- 
gia, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee 
said yesterday the committee 
wants an explanation of the 
tanks-for-Arabia deal from Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles as soon as possible 

The freighter carrying the 
tanks had been rescheduled to 
sail last night, but a delay de- 
veloped when the crew of about 
30 suddenly demanded’ bonuses. 

The crew said in effect that 
the Israeli attitude of protest 
against the shipment constitut- 
ed a risk to all personnel 
aboard the 7176-ton vessel. 

R. H. Bennett, a port captain, | 
met with the crew as a repre- | 
sentative of Hellenic Lines, op- 
erators of the ship. 

“IT have agreed to cover the 
seamen under the same type of 
policy which covers American 
seamen at wartime risks,” he 
told newsmen. 


The freighter’s crew — of | 


mixed nationality—are members 
of the International Transport 
Workers Federation. 

Zionist youth organizations 
demonstrated at the ship’s pier 
yesterday, singing Israeli songs 
and shouting, “Stop helping the 
Reds.” 

Loading of the M-41 Walker 
Bulldogs from barges was be- 
gun in early afternoon and com- 
pleted by early evening. The 
tanks were on a barge near the 
vessel when the embargo was 
ordered. 

Israeli Envoy's View. 

Ambassador Eban, in a CBS 
television interview yesterday, 
said Israelis were “very much 
worried” with everything they 
have “lying in the shadow of an 
aerial preponderance possessed 
by. the Egyptian dictator, 12 
minutes flying time away.” 

Eban said a Middle East arms 
race is already on, with Russia, 
the United States and Britain 
all supplying weapons to the 
Arab states. “The question,” 
he said, “is whether it shall be 
a one-sided arms race leading 
us to disaster, or an arms race 
in which Israel is able to re- 
duce the disparity.” 

He said the administration's 
agreement to ship the tanks 
bought by Saudi Arabia, its 
subsequent embargo on all arms 
shipments to the Middle East 
and, finally, its lifting of the 
embargo, only aggravated Is- 
rael’s feeling of being at the 
mercy of the Arabs. 

“Our need is desperately 
urgent,” Eban declared. 

Eban said the $110,000 in 
shipments to Israel 
when the United States embar- 
go was lifted Saturday night

Counters Red Offensive. 

In addition to alleviating dis- 
tress in the affected areas, the 
offer was viewed as an impor- 
tant move in this country’s ef- 
forts to offset a new Russian 
propaganda offensive which has 
emphasized promises of eco- 
nomic aid. 

Since large stocks of surplus 
agricultural commodities gener- 
ally act to depress farm prices, 
American farmers will be aided 
at least indirectly if the Admin- 
istration can give away any ap- 
preciable amount of the surplus 
foods. 

This would give the Republi- 
cans a political asset in the 
forthcoming campaign, in which 
declining farm income is ex- 
pected to be a major issue. 

However, there is some doult 


of surplus food can be given 
away free to foreign countries. 
A White House spokesman said 
he believed there was a legal 
limitation of $300,000,000 a year 
on such gifts of food. 

| Details Not Worked Out. 


White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said details 
of the assistance program re- 
mained to be worked out. 

He told reporters the Presi- 
dent's offer opened the way for 
negotiations to determine how 
much food would be needed by 
the stricken nations. 


Also to be worked out, Ha- | 


gerty said, is the method by 
which surplus agricultural 
stocks will be made available, 
He listed three possible methods. 

Under the Agricultural Trade 
Development Act, Hagerty ex- 
plained, the United States could 
sell surplus foods to other coun- 
tries, exchange them for other 
commodities or make outright 
gifts. 

Hagerty said the present offer 
was limited to Western Europe 
and did not include Iron Curtain 
countries in Eastern Europe, un- 
der Russian déminance. 

In at least one previous in- 
stance, after the recent Danube 
river floods, the United States 
made surplus food available to 
Soviet satellite nations. 

Price-Support Stocks. 

The surplus food would come 
from stocks accumulated by the 
Government under the farm 
price support program. Esti- 
mated value of these stocks is 
about seven billion dollars. 

Hagerty said he did not know 


what the ultimate size of the.

Arnold, was voted from his job 
by an unusual coalition of right- 
wing and leftist political par- 


ties. Arnold, one of the found- 
ers of Adenauer’s Christian 
Democratic Union, was re- 


placed as premier by a Social- 
ist, Fritz Steinhoff 

The change in the govern- 
ment of North Rhine-Westphalia 
means that Adenauer’s strength 
in the upper house (Bundesrat) 
of the West German Federal 
Parliament will be sharply re- 
duced. It may mean the Chan- 
cellor will be unable to carry 
out some of his plans for West 
German rearmament. 

Socialists were joined by the 
right-wing Free Democrats to 
oust Arnold 102 to 96. Nation- 
ally, the Free Democrats are 
part of Adenauer’s coalition. 

The state cabinet had been 
comprised of seven members of 
the Christian Democratic Union, 
two Free Democrats and one 
from the Center party. It 
seemed certain Socialists would 
make up the majority in the 
new cabinet. 

Adenauer’s defeat in the rich- 
est and most populous of West 
Germany's nine states could 
start a chain reaction in other 
States. He needs a_ two-third 
majority to put his rearmament 
legislation through the upper 
house (Bundesrat). North Rhine- 
Westphalia sends five repre- 
sentatives—elected by the state 
parliament —to the Bundesrat. 
The new alignment will reduce 
his strength there to 26 to 12, 
or exactly two-thirds.

Under close questioning by 
the commission on the proposed 
refunds, Kaier said the rail- 
roads intended to treat them as 
overcharges, which the _ rail- 
roads would repay at the ship- 
pers’ request.

CHARPENTIER, COMPOSER 
OF OPERA ‘LOUISE, DIES 


PARIS, Feb. 20 ‘(AP)—Gus- 
tave Charpentier, famous French 
composer, died Saturday night 
He was 95 years old 

Charpentier virtually gave up 
composing before World War | 
His reputation rested on com- 
positions dating back many 
years but still played and sung 
in Europe and America. 

The most famous of these is 
the opera “Louise,” first pro- 
duced at the Opera Comique in 
Paris in 1900. Charpentier called

Israel set February some time 
ago as “crash month” in ita 
campaign for arms and a se- 
curity guaranty from the United 
States.

The State Department has 
described the 18 M-41 tanks for 
which Saudi Arabia reportedly 
paid more than $2,000,000 as 
training vehicles. It said in a 
statement Saturday it had been 
decided their shipment, and 
that of some repair parts to 
Israel, would conform with 
United States policy for “the 
maintenance of peace and sta- 
bility in the area.” 

Senator George told a report- 
ter the tank shipment had to go 
through since, he _ said, the 
United States Government “has 
to live up to its agreements.”

Senator Kefauver (Dem.),

arms race in the Middle East

Senator Neuberger ‘(Dem.), of 
Oregon, said shipmént of the 
tanks “furnishes the warlike 
Russians with the excuse they 
have been waiting for to inter- 
vene even more belligerently in 
the explosive Middle Eastern 
situation.” 

Israel Goldstein, president of 
the American Jewish Congress, 
said in New York he had sent 
telegrams to Mr. Eisenhower 
and to congressional leaders 
urging that Congress investigate 
the decision to ship the tanks. 
He said “the very least’ the 
State Department can do now 
is. grant Israel's request “for 
defensive weapons.” 

tepresentative Celler ‘Dem 
of New York termed Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s action in lifting the 
embargo “as wrong as a two- 
foot yardstick” and added that 
“Congress must investigate.”

Syria Believed Receiving Share 
of Arm From Czechs. 

CAIRO, Feb. 20 (AP)—Syria 
apparently is getting a share of 
the arms Communist Czechoslo- 
vakia is selling to Egypt. 

An editorial in the Cairo 
newspaper Al Ahran yesterday 
said Western refusal to sell arms 
to the Arab states had resulted 
in Egypt and Syria making an 
agreement with Czechoslovakia. 

There was no official confir- 
mation that the Egyptian-Czech 
arms agreement also included 
Syria, but the fact that the 


statement appeared in the closely. 


censored Egyptian press gave it 
credence 

Syria and Egypt set up a uni- 
fied army command last fall 
under Maj. Gen. Abdel Hakim 
Amer, chief of the Egyptian 
armed forces. Egypt has asim- 
ilar defense arrangement with 
Saudi Arabia. with Amer also 
heading a unified command for 
those two allies. 

There has been no indication, 
however, the Arabians also will 
share in the Czech arms. 

No word of an arms deal 
came from Damascus, the Syrian 
capital. 

Nine MIG jets purchased by 
Egypt from Czechoslovakia flew 
overhead yesterday as Prime 
Minister Nasser spoke to the 
graduating class of air cadets 
at Belbeis. 

It was the first time the MIGs 
had appeared at an official cer- 
emony in Egypt. 

Nasser told the cadets there 
were reports of an Israeli spring 
offensive against Arab states 
but declared it would “not be a 
real attack but a war of nerves.” 

“The threat of Israeli aggres- 
sion,” he added, is nothing new 
and Egypt is ready to help any 
Arab nation which might be

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 20 (AP) 
—The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People plans to file school suits 
in eight “recalcitrant” southern 
states before June 1 as part of 
a continuing program to break 
segregation barriers. 

Thurgood Marshall, chief 
counsel, and Roy Wilkins, ex- 
ecutive secretary, outlined the 
N.A.A.C.P, policy at a press 
conference yesterday held in 
conjunction with a meeting of 
N.A.A.C.P. leaders from 14 
southern states. 

They said the N.A.A.C.P. had 
been asked to file suits in one 
or moré areas in Alabama, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, South | 
Carolina and Virginia. 

Local Efforts Unsuccessful. 

“We find that in many areas 
of each of the above-mentioned 
states Negro parents have filed 
petitions with local school 
boards seeking desegregation 
and have been rebuffed at ev- 
ery effort to negotiate and have 
requested the NA.A.C.P. for 
support in proposed legal ac- 
tions to comple compliance with 
the Supreme Court's decision, 
they said. 

The two men pledged the full 
support of the N.A.A.C.P. in 
these eight states which they 
said are “in open rebellion 
against the Constitution and the 
law of the land.” 

Marshall and Wilkins charac- 
terized so-called “interposition” 
and “nullification” moves in 
some of the states as ‘merely 
nice sounding phrases brought 
out for the sole purpose of try- | 
ing to put the cloak of respecta- 
bility and lawfulness upon the 
defiant attitude of those who 
continue to refuse to abide by 
the law of the land.” 

Marshall said “no argument 
can be made” for interposition 
in any court; The doctrine is 
based on a constitutional provi- 
sion that states uniting them- 
selves into a Federal Govern- 
ment retain certain rights and 
powers. 

The N.A.A.C.P. leaders said 
that Delaware, Maryland, Muis- 
souri, Oklahoma and West Vir- 
ginia are desegregating “in a 
sensible fashion.” But, they said 
progress “‘is immeasurably slow 
in Arkansas, Kentacky, Tennes 
see and Texas, where “‘much 
can be ‘accomplished through 
further negotiations.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP) 
—The United States Court of 
Appeals today set aside for re- 
consideration a decision holding 
that congressional committees 
lack authority to expose former 
Communists simply for the sake 
of exposure. 

The court's eight judges va- 
cated a 2-1 decision by a three- 
judge panel Jan. 26 in the con- 
tempt of Congress case of John 
T. Watkins, a labor leader. 

In doing this, the court, act- 
ing on a Government petition, 
called for reargument of the 
case before a full bench. No 
date for the reargument was 
set, but the court said it would 
be conducted as soon as its 
business permitted 

The contempt charge against 
Watkins arose from his refusal 
to tell the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities the 
names of his one-time Red as- 
sociates in the labor movement. 

Watkins, who testified before 
the committee in April 1954, 
denied he had ever been a 
card-carrying Communist, but 
acknowledged he co-operated 
with Communists from 1942 to 
1947. He was convicted of con- 
tempt in United States District 
Court, 

The 2-1 decision overturning 
the conviction was written by 
Chief Judge Henry W. Edgerton 
and concurred in by Judge 
David L. Bazelon. It held the 
Government had failed to show 
the questions Watkins would 
not answer were pertinent to 
any investigation the committee 
was authorized to make 

Edgerton’s opinion said sev- 
eral aspects of the cominittee’s 
“tend 
to show that the committee did 
not ask these questions” in or- 
der to determine the need for 
legislation ‘or for any purpose 
except exposure.” 

Judge Walter M. Bastian, who 
dissented, said the decision 
“puts us in the position of a 
court of appeals over the Con- 
gress and its committees.” 

The Government, in asking 
for reargument before the full 
appeals court bench, contended 
the Edgerton-Bazelon decision 
was contrary to other decisions 
where the issues were similar

Full Impact Later. 


Experts say the full impact of 
the new minimum wage will be 
much greater than immediately 
apparent. It will not be felt for 
months. 


“When you raise the salary 
of the lowest man on the totem 
pole,” a spokesman for the 
AFL-CIO noted, “then others 
along the line will demand pay 
hikes, too. It-will be a chain 
reaction, boosting take-home 
pay for millions of additional 
workers.” 

This is the fourth increase in 
the minimum wage since the 
Fair Labor Standards Act be- 
came law in October 1938. At 
that time, the minimum wage 
was 25 cents an hour. 

The act covers workers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce 
or closely allied to it. The De- 
partment of Labor says 24.- 
000,000 employes are covered 
by the act, and 2,100,000 of 
them currently are making 
less than $1 an hour. 

It is in the South where the 
higher wage will have its 
greatest impact. Four-fifths of 


the workers in southern saw- { 


mills and planing mills cov- 
ered by the law are making 
less than $1 an hour. Tobacco, 
apparel, leather goods and 
some facets of the food indus- 


try also will feel the effects.

Cireumstances Leading to Pres- 
ident’s Seizure of the Steel 
Mills, Supreme Court Decision 
and Strike of 1952. 


By HARRY S. TRUMAN 
Thirty-third President of the United States. 


TWENTY-SIXTH ARTICLE, VOLUME II 


N November 1, 1951, the United Steel Workers 
Q of America announced that when their contracts 

with the steel manufacturers expired early in 
1952, they would want improvements of some working 
conditions and a substantial wage increase. This was 
the beginning of a series of events that eventually 
made it necessary for the government to seize the 
nation’s steel plants. 


The demands of the steel workers did not seem 
out of line to me. Korea and the needs of the defense 
program had greatly increased the volume of business 
being done by the steel mills, and the steel companies’ 
profits were rising. For the three years preceding the 
Korean emergency, the average profit in the steel in- 
dustry had been $6.59 per ton. For 1951, however, the 
first full year of Korean war requirements, the profit, 
after taxes, was $7.07 per ton. In the light of the huge 
orders the Defense Department had placed with them, 
1952 promised to be at least as good for the steel man- 
ufacturers, if not better. 


We had this economic situation on our hands: The in- 
dustry was making more money, while the workers in the 
plants found that the increases in the cost of living had cut 
down the purchasing power of their pay. 


Wages, however, were only one of the issues which the 
union wanted to negotiate. There had been a general wors- 
ening of relations between the union and some of the com- 
panies, especially United States Steel. The difficulty had 
arisen Over company efforts to introduce an incentive-pay 
wage system. 


I believe many well-meaning citizens fail to realize that 
for the working man, the union is far more than a means 
of securing higher wages. In this age of the machine, the 
individual worker does not get much of a chance to feel that 
what he is doing is important. The union worker, like any- 
one else, wants to feel that he is achieving something, and 
through his unions he gets the sense of human dignity and 
of joining with others in doing something worth while. 


Steel Companies Refuse to Negotiate. 


In 1951, the steel industry said that it did not wish to 
discuss the union’s demands for increased wages and changes 
in working conditions, and the union announced that the 
workers would strike on December 3lst. I had no way of 
knowing why the companies refused to negotiate with the 
union, 


Whatever the reasons, the officials of the Defense De- 
partment and of the defense production agencies viewed the 
impending strike with the gravest alarm. Secretary of De- 
fense Robert A. Lovett had for months been pointing out to 
me that the national defense program would be endangered 
if a strike were allowed to halt production. All the mem- 
bers of the cabinet agreed with Lovett that it would be 
harmful to the country and injurious to our campaign in 
Korea if our steel mills were allowed to close down. We 
were then not only trying to keep our forces in Korea, as 
well as elsewhere, fully equipped, but we had allies to whom 
we had promised arms and munitions, and whose determina- 
tion to resist Communism might depend on our ability to 
supply them the weapons they so badly needed. 

On December 22nd, I referred the dispute between the 
United Steel Workers and the steel companies to the Wage 
Stabilization Board for solution. The unions immediately re- 
sponded to this action by agreeing to postpone the strike 
so that production would not be interrupted. 

To put off the strike in the hope of negotiating a solu- 
tion, I had a choice of two alternatives as provided by the 
Congress. The first was the Taft-Hartley Act, which had 
a provision for an 80-day injunction. Contrary to the claims 
of some uninformed people, this is not a mandatory provision. 
On the contrary, it provides in cases of strikes endangering 
national health and safety that the President may appoint a 
board of inquiry to‘determine the facts and to report to him. 
Upon receiving that report, the President may instruct the 
Department of Justice to ask for a court order to enjoin the 
strike for eighty days. During this period, the board of in- 
quiry attempts to bring about a settlement. At the end of 
eighty days, unless a solution is reached, the strike may 
legally proceed and the President must then report the facts 
to the Congress along with his recommendations. 


‘There Was the Other Alternative.’ 


There was the other alternative in the Defense Produc- 
tion Act of 1950 which declared that it was “the intent of 
Congress, in order to provide for effective price and wage 
stabilization * * * and to maintain uninterrupted production, 
that there be effective procedure for the settlement of labor 
disputes affecting national defense.” This authorized the 
President to provide for procedures similar to those that 
had existed in World War II with the War. Labor Board. 

A move had been attempted in the House of Representa- 
tives to deprive the WSB of the right to handle labor dis- 
putes. This move was defeated, however, and Congress ex- 
tended the Defense Production Act with full knowledge that 
it included an alternative method for the handling of labor 
disputes. 

In deciding on a choice, then, between the two alterna- 
tives, I first considered the Taft-Hartley Act. But the Taft- 
Hartley Act had been designed primarily for peace-time la- 
bor problems. The Wage Stabilization Board, however, had 
been established especially for defense labor disputes and 
had been re-affirmed by the Congress in this function within 
the year. The kind of situation we were facing caused me 
to turn to the Wage Stabilization Board. 

The Wage Stabilization Board held extensive hearings 
and discussions with the parties, and on March 20th, it sub- 
mitted its report to me. On the wage issue, it recommended 
that the union be given an increase in three stages over an 
eighteen-months period, for a total increase of 26.4 cents per 
hour. This was less than the union asked for. On other 
points, too, the Board pared down the union’s requests. 
Weighing the result against the current and prospective earn- 
ings of the industry, the proposal seemed to me to be fair 
and workable. 

Charles E. Wilson, the Cirector of Defense Mobilization, 
reported to me on March 24th that the companies would 
flatly reject the recommended settlement. He said that there 
would be an industry refusal followed by a prolonged strike 
and that the only thing that would prevent a shutdown of the 
mills would be to grant the price increase requested by the 
companies. 


Steel Demand ‘Entirely Out of Reason.’ 


In order to prevent a national crisis, I would not object 
to a reasonable price increase that would meet the cost of 
the higher wage scale. On the basis of the figures before 
me in the case, I felt that the price increase the steel] com- 
panies were demanding was entirely out of reason and that 
it had come at a bad time for the country. 

The industry wanted a flat increase, to be applied to 
all finished steel regardless of selling price. To apply a 
flat dollar increase to existing prices would have the result 
in a proportionately greater hike in the prices for the lower 
grades, but it would hardly affect the price of steel produced 
to sell at top rates. 

The attitude of the companies seemed wrong to me since, 


under the accelerated defense program, the government was by 
far the biggest customer for steel and steel products. To hike the 


prices at this time meant charging the government more for the 
tools of defense. 

I realized, of course, that any wage increase means adding 
cost to production, but | was not willing to commit myself to a 


flat figure to be applied across the board, without proof that it 


was made necessary by the wage increase. 
To my regret, Wilson interpreted my willingness to consider 


an adjustment to cover the actual added costs as a promise to 
meet the companies’ full demands. When I corrected his inter- 


pretation and put him straight, he resigned. 

It was now apparent that a settlement would be difficult to 
reach. 

On April 9th, the unions announced that they would go out 


on strike against the steel companies.

I again called in all my principal

Behind the $101,000 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

With regard to your editorial con- 
cerning the amount allocated by the 
Bureau of the Budget for advance 
planning of the St. Louis flood con- 
trol project, it might be well to state 
that many factors are not brought 
out by Gen. Itschner as to why more 
funds were not allocated. 

It is believed that sufficient man- 
power is not now available in the 
United States Engineer Office at St. 
Louis to effectively use the $600,000 
that you suggest. 

While it is not generally known, 
Congress scrutinizes projects bearing 
low benefit-cost ratios (such as the 
St. Louis flood control project, par- 
ticularly the southern portion) very 
carefully before any construction 
money is allotted. 

Accordingly, to be sure that a fair 
picture is presented, only experi- 
enced personnel can be used to re- 
fine the estimates of benefits and 
cost shown in the report previously 
submitted to Congress. 

The number of such experienced 
personnel available to the St. Louis 
Engineer Office is small. This force 
cannot be easily augmented because 
of the low salaries paid engineers 
by the United States Government. 
Also because the necessary technical 
knowledge to supply the particular 
type of data required by Congress 
and the Bureau of the Budget can 
only be acquired by experience in 
working for a government agency. 

While it is true that capable engi- 
neers can possibly be brought into 
the government. service or part of 
the work let to private consulting 
engineers, it is believed that this will 
result in much greater expense. Such 
engineers must be trained in the pe- 
culiar methods required by Congress 
in all advanced planning reports. 
Such training is usually costly. 

It should be realized that the St. 
Louis flood control project will not 
be the only project being undertaken 
by the St. Louis Engineer Office 
during the next fiscal year and also 
not the most important 

Further, it appears absurd to ad- 
vance large sums for advance plan- 
ning on a project such as the St. 
Louis flood control project when 
there are many projects over the 
country that show a much higher 
benefit-cost ratio and where the pos- 
sibility of preventing loss of life is 
much greater. 

Using the criteria that full value 
should be given for each dollar spent 
on government projects, and that 
the most meritorious projects should 
be given priority, further study will 
show that the St. Louis flood control 
project was*fortunate to receive even 
the money allotted

True integration requires more than 
the mere presence of children of two 
races in the same classroom; it requires 
a change in the hearts and minds of 
men. No child can be properly edu- 
cated in a hostile atmosphere. 

In the five or six states where public 
opinion does not yet sustain the court's 
decision we are faced with one of the 
ultimate tests of democracy and of our 
federal system. 

There we are attempting to secure 
and protect the declared rights of local 
minorities in the face of the adverse 
views of controlling local majorities. 

This condition imposes special bur- 
dens on all of us and even heavier bur- 
dens on public officials. 

I can think of no greated disservice 
to our country than to exploit for po- 
litical ends the tensions that have fol- 
lowed in the wake of the Supreme Court 
decision. 

Our purpose must be to attain unity, 
harmony and civilized relations, not to 
Set section against section or race 
against race. 

And as a practical matter we must 
recognize that punitive action by the 
Federal Government may actually delay 
the process of integration in education. 


We will not, for example, reduce race 
prejeudice by denying to areas afflicted 
with it the means of improving the 
educational standards of all their people. 

Certainly we will not improve the 
present condition or future prospects of 
any Negro citizen by coercive Federal 
action that will arm the extremists and 
disarm the men of goodwill in the 
South who, with courage and patience, 
have already accomplished so much. 

I suggest no slowing down of the 
effort to bring to reality the American 
concept of full equality for all our citi- 
zens. We must proceed, as the court 
has said, with all reasonable speed 

But we must recognize that it is rea- 
son alone that will determine our rate 
of continued progress and guard against 
a reversal of the trend that has made 
the last three decades the period of 
greatest advancement for our Negro 
citizens on all fronts. 

I had hoped the action of the court 
and the notable record of compliance 
that still far outweighs the instances of 
overt resistance would remove this is- 
sue from the political arena and make 
possible its orderly resolution without 
the emotional coloration of a presiden- 
tial contest. I still consider this not only 
possible but essential.

A Prize Never Awarded 


THE GRAND MADEMOISELLE. by Francis Steeg- 
muller. (Farrar-Straus-Cudahy, 308 pgs., $3.75.) 
Anne-Marie-Louise d’Orleans, grand- 

daughter of Henry IV, and daughter of 

Louis XIII's brother and long time heir, 

was so high in rank that she was known 

simply as Mademoiselle. The richest 
and most eligible princess of Louis 

XIV’s court, it was her fate to be the 

tool of Richelieu and Mazarin, the mar- 

riagable prize offered to every sover- 
eign in Europe but never awarded. 

She saw the crowns of France, Eng- 
land, Portugal and the Holy Roman Em- 
pire rest on less 
lofty heads as the 
whims of Louis's 
ministers veered in 
the. political wind, 
And when she final- 
ly met the great 
love of her life at 
forty she was for- 
bidden happiness. 
Temporarily exiled 
from the _ King’s 
Grace as _ punish- 
ment for her love, 
she was later

had to play the role of chief courtier 
at that most fabulous of courts. 


This is not an historical novel with 
fictional characters added to pad a 
story. This is straight biography, and no 
novelist could improve on the rogues 
and villains who inhabited the Tuileries 
and the Palais Royal! Nor could one fab- 
ricate a more daring heroine! She 
matched her wits against Richelieu, 
turned the Bastille’s cannons on the 
King’s own guards, and played the mis- 
tresses of Louis XIV against each other. 

Fortunately she kept a detailed jour- 
nal, and fortunately her friends, like 
Madame de Sevigne, were great letter 
writers. Above all, Mr. Steegmuller is 
fortunately a great craftsman. He has 
used the rich material available to him 
in such a way that the dramatic history 
of France's seventeenth century is pre- 
sented in a lucid, living, actual way. It 
is smooth biography, without benefit of 
foot-notes! The ballets in the Hall of 
Mirrors are described by the courtiers 
who were there. Marie de Medici is dis- 
cussed by her own relatives. The Grande 
Mademoiselle herself is a woman well 
worth knowing!

Senator Clifford Case As- 
serts Both Israelis and Arabs 
Must Be Checked. 


The United States must take 
a firm stand in the controversy 
between Israel and the Arab 
world and make both sides un- 
derstand that aggression will 
not be tolerated, United States 
Senator Clifford P. Case of New 
Jersey asserted here last night. 

Delivering a Liberal Forum 
lecture at the Y.M.H.A.-Y.W.H. 
A., he termed arms shipments 
to the Middle East the most 
serious problem confronting the 
free world and declared: 

“We have been very lax about 
letting people know how our 
Goverment regards this matter. 
Two things are imperative — 
the future of Israel must be 
preserved, and we must not let 
the Arab world get into Com- 
munist hands. 

“With Russia supplying arms 
to the Arabs, Israel no longer 
can defend itself against all the 
Arab world. The security of 
Israel depends upon all the free 
nations. 

“We must tell both the Is- 
racli and the Arabs that we will 
not allow aggression. We should 
act through the United Nations 
if possible, and alone if neces- 
sary. Once it is made clear that 
there can be no advantage by 
aggression, I am sure that the 
Jordan dispute and other ques- 
tions will be settled.” 

Case, a member of the liberal 
wing of the Republican party, 
said that the Republican and 
Democratic parties “always have 
stood essentially for about the 
same thing,” the result being 
that one party can succeed the 
other without any upheaval ap- 
proaching revolution. 

In reply to a question about 
desegregation he said: “Racial 
injustice is not the fault of the 
American system but of our 
failure to meet the ideals of the 
system. The solution, while it

U.S. Solicitor General Says / 


Obligation Doesn't Violate 
American Loyalty. 


Jews should be the last to 
fall victim to the “delusion of 
isolation,” United States Solici- 
tor General Simon E. Sobeloff 
said here yesterday. 
at the annual meeting of the 
Jewish Federation of St. Louis 
at Hotel Chase. 

Pointing out that victims of 
persecution are still streaming 
into Israel, he said aid for those 
in need always has been a part 
of Jewish life, and distance 
does not lessen the responsibil- 
ity to help. 

“Anyone who believes recog- 
nizing that obligation involves 
disharmony in American life 
puts a mean interpretation upon 
freedom,” he declared. “Ameri- 
can nationalism is not like that 
of totalitarian countries, and 
American loyalty does not de- 
mand that Jews should suppress 
the promptings of their hearts 
in philanthropy or culture. 

“A considerable poriion of 
the American tax burden is oc- 
casioned by concern for people 
in other lands. This is consist- 
ent with our self-interest.” 

Sobeloff, who has been nomi- 
nated by President Eisenhower 
to the United States Court of 
Appeals, is a former resident 
of Baltimore, where he was a 
director of the Associated Jew- 
ish Charities. 

Irvin Bettman Jr., president 
of the St. Louis Jewish Federa- 
tion, announced that the 1956 
campaign for funds, which opens 
in March, will seek to raise 
$1,524,450 for regular operations 
and an additional $442,500 to 
finance emergency relief in Is- 
rael. Melvin Dubinsky will di- 
rect the drive.

believed that Peron, despite his 
other faults, had benefited at | 
least the industrial workers of 
Argentina this was not so. Up 
until 1948 workers who sup- 
ported Peron did receive more 
real income, but after that | 
date their real income declined. | 


Peron gave the workers a/| 
larger share of Argentina’s to- | 
tal production, but he was cut- | 
ting a smaller and smaller pie 
as the economy disintegrated. 

2—The decline of the Ar- 
gentine economy is one of the 
economic tragedies of this era. 
In the postwar era, when the 
economy of Latin America gen- 
erally was booming, Argentina 
Was stagnating. 

The facts are almost incredi- 
ble Between 1948 and 1954, 
for instance, when Brazil. Mex- 
ico and Colombia enjoyed a 40 
per cent increase in the total 
production of goods and serv- 
ices, Argentina’s production re- 
mained the same despite the 
fact that the capital investment. 
productive machinery, was in- 
creased by 50 per cent 

Meanwhile the population 
went on increasing so that the 
people suffered a lowered stan- 
dard of living and although 
other classes suffered more, the 
industrial workers found their 
real income cut from 5763 pesos 
in 1948 to 5450 in 1954. 

To an economist these figures 
will require explanation. How 
is It possible for a nation to in- 
crease its capital investment by 
20 per cent without benefiting 
anybody in economic terms? 

Investment Badly Directed. 


In the first place, the new in- 
vestment was badly directed. 
For instance, while investment 
in railroad equipment was re- 
duced by half as equipment 
wore out and was not replaced, 
investment in showy public 
buildings was doubled. 

Secondly, the economic 
literacy of Peron resulted in 
grave distortions and misman- 
agement in the economy. Im- 
ported materials needed for in- 
dustrial operations arrived in 
feast and famine quantities. Im- 
portant sectors of the economy 


il- 


| were neglected while other sec- 


tors were pampered. 

Third came the psychological 
results of Peronism—workers 
judged not by their productivity 
but by their political reliability, 
industrial and business man- 
agers relying more on political 


pull than on sound manage- 
ment. This may have been the 
greatest single factor in the 
economic disintegration of 
Argentina 

One simple measure of that 
disintergration is inflation. 


During the last 10 years of the 
Peron regime, prices in Argen- 
tina increased by 560 per cent 

The nature of the economic 
disease which has all but sapped 
the vitals of Argantina is then 
clear. What is the cure? 

To allow the disintergation to 
continue would be to invite dis- 
aster for Argentina and a set- 
back for the United States 
which has a direct. interest in 
the existence of a friendly na- 
tion here at the southern tip of 
the Western Hemisphere. 


The Prebisch Cure. 


The Prebisch cure is based 
both on the nature of the 
patient and the disease. 


A study of the economic facts 
of Argentina shows that we are 
not dealing with an underde- 
veloped country here. Without 
bogging down in dubious statis- 
tics it can be stated that Argen- 
tina has a standard of living 
which even now is higher than 
that of Italy, though somewhat 
lower than that of France. 

The wealth of Argentina is 
largely agricultural, but the 
country has also a considerable 
degree of industrial develop- 
ment. Buenos Aires, with 5,000,- 
000 population, is one of the 
great cities of the world. 

The ten per cent wage in- 
crease given workers last Fri- 
day was intended as a produc- 
tion incentive. Under Peron, the 
praductivity decline was 30 per 
cent per unit of capital, which 
is to say that each machine 
produced 30 per cent less goods 


than it was capable of pro- 
ducing. 

But Argentina to turn this 
dangerous corner in its eco- 
nomic life also needed some 
substantial injections of new 
Capital in addition to capital 
avaiable from its own re- 
sources. 
| Prebisch @Stimates foreign 


capital needs at least two bil- 
lion dollars over the next sev- 
eral years. This is a temporary 
and emergency need for new 
farm machinery, new railroad 
equipment, new power-produ- 
cing machinery and for the re- 
financing of existing foreign 
debts. 

Prebisch is not asking for a 
“handout” from anyone. He is 
talking about government loans 
to be repaid with interest and 
private and 
profitable foreign investments 
in Argentina. |

plant that was strikebound or threatened with a strike. I have) 
always considered seizure a last resort—something the President 
should turn to only when there appears to be no other way to 
prevent injury to the national interest, or when it is necessary to 
protect the whole country. 

For that reason 1 waited until the afternoon of the very last 
day before the strike was to begin before issuing the seizure 
order. I spent most of that last day with Dr. Steelman and with 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, whose job it would be to super- | 
vise the seized industry. Then, just a few hours before the mills | 
were scheduled to be struck, I issued Executive Order No. 10340 | 
to seize the steel mills, and later in the evening of the same day, | 


I addressed the nation bv radio, explaining the reason for this | 
| action. 


“If steel production stops,” I explained, “we will have to stop 
making shells and bombs that are going directly to our soldiers 
at the front in Korea. If steel production stops, we will have to 
cut down and delay the atomic energy program. If steel produc- 
tion stops, it won't be long before we have to stop making en- 
gines for the Air Force planes. * * * 

“With American troops facing the enemy on the field of 
battle, I would not be living up to my oath of fofice if I failed 
to do whatever is required to provide them with the weapons 
and ammunitions they need for their survival.” 

I pointed out the disastrous effect on the entire price sta- 
bilization program if a substantial steel price increase were 
granted, and explained how it would raise the price of all goods 
using steel, from tanks to eggbeaters, and how it would create 
a precedent for the many other industries that would like to 
increase their prices. “If we gave in to the steel companies on 
this issue,” I said, “you could say goodbye to stabilization.” 


Message Reports Action to Congress. 


On the following day, T sent a message to the Congress to 
report the action I had taken, and I asked Congress to provide 
specific legislation for terms and conditions for the government 
operations of the mils. I said in this message that I would be 
glad to carry out any policy which Congress might want to 
write with regard to the situaton, even if they wanted to cancel 
what I had just done, and I added that unless there was Con- | 
gressional action, I would naturally have to take the responsi- 
bility myself. 

In my opinion, the seizure was well within my constitutional 
powers, and I had acted accordingly. The Constitution states 
that “the executive power shall be vested in a President of the 
United States of America.” These words put a tremendous re- 
sponsibility on the individual who happens to be President. It 
surely is the greatest trust that can be placed in any man by 
the American people. It is trust with a power that appalls a 
thinking man. I believe that the power of the President should 
be used in the interest of the people, and in order to do that, 
the President must use whatever power the Constitution does 
not expressly deny him. 

In my opinion, the President has a clear duty to take steps 
to protect the nation. “Must a government, of necessity,’ Lin- 
coln once asked, “be too strong for the liberties of its people, 
or too weak to maintain its own existence?” History has re- 
corded Lincoln’s answer in his deeds. 

This responsibility of government, actively to promote. the 
national interest, rests heavily upon the shoulders of the Presi- 
dent. but it also rests on the shoulders of the Congress, which 
cannot meet its responsibilities merely by following a course 
of negation. The Congress cannot perform its constitutional 
functions simply by paralyzing the operations of the govern- 
ment in an emergency. 

I had hoped that the Congress would respond to my report 
with some positive action. I would have been more than will- 
ing to carry out faithfully whatever policy the Congress might 
have decided upon. However, the only action that seemed forth- 
coming was entirely negative: An amendment was introduced 
in the Senate to the Third Supplemental Appropriations Bill to 
restrict the use of appropriated funds for the operations of 
the steel mills under my seizure order. This was a purely polit- 
ical exercise of the power to legislate in an appropriation bill 
and was a kind of action I had always opposed. 

Many southern Senators joined with all but two of the Re- 
publicans, Morse and Langer, to write the amendment into the 
bill, but no positive action and no constructive suggestion for 
dealing with the crisis came from the Congress. Why, 1 will 
never know. 


Dr. Steelman Continues to Negotiate. 


Meanwhile, Dr. Steelman continued his talks with the nego- 
tiators for management and labor. Secretary of Defense Lovett 
appeared before the negotiators to impress upon them the serious- 
ness of the defense situation and to point out the dangers that 
would result from any stoppage of production, however brief. 

The steel companies had reacted violently to the seizure, 
beginning with a radio and television broadcast by Clarence 
Randall, the President of the Inland Steel Corporation, on the 
day following my address to the nation. The companies now 
resorted to court action. 

The first phase of these proceedings, which eventually 
reached the Supreme Court, took place on April 29th, when 
Judge David Pine, of the United States District Court for the 
District of Columbia, ordered Secretary of Commerce Sawyer to 
return the mills to the companies. On the following day, how- 
ever, the Court of Appeals stayed this order so that the Supreme 
Court could decide on the government’s right to seize the plants. 

The steel workers’ union had. stopped work after Judge 
Pine’s ruling, but when the Court of Appeals issued the stay 
which followed, the unions immediately returned to work. The 
companies and the government then asked the Supreme Court 
to review Judge Pine’s ruling, and while the high court delib- 
erated as to whether and when it should hear the case, negotia- 
tions continued. 

By May 3rd Ben Fairless, President of U. S. Steel and the 
principal spokesman for the companies, and Phil Murray, the 
President of the United Steel Workers ‘and also of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations) had at last cleared away some 
of the major points of disagreement. John Steelman passed 
the word to me that for the first. time there was a real chance 
that agreement might be obtained. But while the White House 
and the labor-management negotiators were still at work, the 
news ticker flashed the report that the Supreme Court had 
agreed to hear the case promptly. This abruptly ended all nego- 
tiations. The steel companies that morning had been willing to 
make significant concessions, but they now withdrew from all 
talks. If the Court had not made the announcement for perhaps 
24 or 48 hours, there is strong likelihood that agreement would 
have been obtained. 


Supreme Court Rules Against the Seizure. 


The Government's case was presented in the Supreme Court 
by the Solicitor General, Philip B. Perlman, an outstanding 
lawyer and dedicated public servant. He presented the Gov- 
ernment’s case ably and forcefully. 

The steel companies were represented by John W. Davis, the 
1924 Democratic Presidential candidate, who led a contingent 
of high-powered corporation lawyers from New York, Philadel- 
phia, Cleveland, Pittsburgh and Washington. 

It seems to me that there have been few instances in his- 
tory where the press was more sensational or partisan than in 
its handling of the steel seizure. What was more disturbing was 
what amounted to editorial intervention by the press of America 
in a case pending before the Supreme Court of the United 
States. News stories and editorials decrying seizure and in- 
flaming public opinion were prejudging and deciding the case 
at the very time the Court itself was hearing arguments for 
both sides. The steel companies bought full-page advertise- 
ments and ran them in newspapers throughout the country to 
denounce the President of the United States. Large sums of 
money were spent to influence public opinion against the gov- 
ernment. 

For the government, I took the position that, once the case 
had reached the courts, it was not proper for me to express an 
opinion. I have always believed that the way our newspapers 
sometimes comment on matters pending in the courts is an 
unethical attempt to influence a judge in deciding a case. Cer- 
tainly in the steel case, every effort made was to spread a 
Slanted view of the situation and to color the atmosphere. The 
public relations experts for the companies skillfully shifted pub- 


lic attention from the price demands of the industry to the sup- 


posedly abnormal and unprecedented act of the President. 


Decision ‘Deep Disappointment to Me.’ 


I would. of course, never conceal the fact that the Su- 
preme Court's decision, announced on June 2d, was a deep 
disappointment to me. I think Chief Justice Vinson’s dissent- | 
ing opinion hit the nail right on the head, and I am sure that | 
some day his view will come to be recognized as the correct one. 

I am not a lawyer, and I leave the legal arguments to others. 
But as a layman, as an official of the government, and as a citi- 
zen, I have always found it défficult to understand how the 
Court could take the affidavits of men like Lovett, Chapman, 
and many others, all of whom testified in great detail to the 
grave dangers that a steel shutdown would bring to the nation | 
—affidavits that were neither contradicted nor even contested 
by the companies—and ignore them entirely. 

I could not help but wonder what the decision might have 
been had there been on the Court a Holmes, a Hughes, a Bran- 
deis, a Stone. 

Word of the Court's decision reached me in my office in 
the early afternoon of June 2, and before three o'clock I had 
issued an order to Secretary of Commerce Sawyer to comply 
with the decision and return the plants to the steel industry. At | 
4:30, a hurriedly called meeting convened in my office. De- 
fense Secretary Lovett was present, along with secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer. The new Attorney General, James P. Mc- 
Granery, was also there, together with Solicitor General Perl- | 
man, Secretary of Labor Tobin, and several members of the 
White House staff. I wanted to know what course these ad-. 
visers would recommend in the light of the Court’s decision.

This came only after an increase had been granted in 
the price of steel. To settle the strike, the companies were al- 
lowed to add as much as $5.65 per ton. 

I approved this price increase with a reluctant heart, for 
I was convinced that it was wrong—as wrong as it had been in 


‘March and April when I had refused to approve that much. 


But now the Supreme Court had denied the power to bring the 
plants under government operation, and Congress had turned 
down my appeal for authority to seize. The companies there- 
fore now held all the advantages. If we wanted steel—and we 
wanted it very badly—it would have to be on the industry's 
terms. 

The strike ended on July 24th. Six hundred thousand steel 
workers had been idle for over seven weeks. Twenty-five thou- | 
sand iron ore workers had been on a sympathy strike for a. 
part of that time, and lack of steel had caused the layoff of | 
three hundred thousand workers in the automobile industry. | 
The daily loss in wages and production during this period was 
estimated at forty million dollars. The total loss was estimated 
in excess of two billion dollars! 

I think that we were fortunate that nothing more serious 
happened in Korea as a result of the steel shut-down. The ac- 
tions of the administration succeeded in keeping production go- 
ing from December 31st, when the strike was first set to begin. 
until June 2d—fully five months This was valuable time 
gained. But the seven weeks that were lost could never be re- 
placed, no matter how the lawyers argue. 


Whatever the six Justices of the Supreme Court meant by 
their differing opinions about the constitutional powers of the 
President, he must always act in a national emergency. It is 
not very realistic for the Justices to say that comprehensive 
powers shall be available to the President only when a war 
has been declared or when the country had been invaded. We 
live jn an age when hostilities begin without polite exchanges of 
diplomatic notes. , 

In this day and age the defense of the nation means more 
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than building an Army, Navy and Air Force. It is a job for 
the entire resources of the nation. The President, who is Com- 
mander-in-Chief and who represents the interest of all the peo- 
ple, must be able to act at all times to meet any sydden threat 
to the nation’s security. A wise President wil] always work 
with Congress, but when Congress fails to act or is unable te 
act in a crisis,,the President, under the Constitution, must use 
his powers to safeguard the nation.

Secrets of Best Teas and Mint Juleps 


Fresh Boiling Water Solves First Problem — And ‘Never Crush the Mint’

Here one of America’s noted 
authors tells of her life in 
Washington as the wife of the 
late Senator Henry Wilder 
Keyes of New Hampshire,

Frances Parkinson Keyes 
Cookbook,” published by Dou- 
bleday & Co. : 


ROHIBITION was in full 
force during my early years 
in Washington. Though I 
distrusted the efficacy of the 
“noble experiment” from the 
beginning, I did feel that it 
really was a noble experiment. 

Being naturally law-abiding, I 
never once served alcohol in 
any form at my own table from 
the time the law was passed 
until it was repealed. 

In any case, teas and not 
cocktail parties were the ordér 
of the day in Washington: tea 
dances for the young and the 
not so young, if the latter were 
merrily inclined: formal teas as 
the standard manner of mass 
entertaining for ladies in of- 
ficial life; quiet fireside teas for 
families and familiar friends. 

I still feel that something has 
been lost, in Washington and 
elsewhere in the United States, 
with the blessed exception of 
Boston, because teas have now 
been so generally by-passed. 
The youngsters and the lively 
young matrons and men about 
town had carefree frolics at 
these teas and no headaches or 
befuddlement afterward. 

The official At Homes, when 
teas was often supplemented: by 
coffee and hot chocolate and 
always complemented by deli- 
cious sandwiches and cakes, had 
a dignity and elegance which I 
have never seen a cocktail party 
attain. Ladies of great. dis- 
tinction were always chosen as 
pourers and came dressed in 
their best “bib and tucker.” 

These parties took place suf- 
ficiently early — usually from 
four to six, less often from five 
to seven—so that one’s appetite 
for an eight o'clock dinner — 
also an affair of beauty, dignity 
and elegance—was not spoiled, 

As for the quiet family tea, 
I do not think that its praises 
have ever been sufficiently sung, 
and this was very generally 
served—just as a highball is 
now—when the only guests 
were “‘droppers-inners” or when 
there were none at all. 

One of my proudest moments, 
as an official hostess, was the 
one in which I was told I 
served the best tea in Washing- 
ton. 

Of course, this was not 
strictly true—few compliments 
are. There were many other 
hostesses whose teas was just 
as good. But its outstanding 
merit, in their cases as in mine, 
lay largely in the matter of 
preparation. 

The tea was brewed with 
freshly boiled water, in an 
earrthen teapot which had been 
thoroughly rinsed and heated 
with freshly boiled water; and, 
after a few minutes, the brew 
was transferred to another hot 
teapot—it could be, and gener- 
ally was, silver this time — so 
that it would not become bitter 
or overstrong.

T WAS renewed, according to 
| tnis formula, at frequent in- 

tervals; and a second jug of 
freshly boiled water always 
stood close to the teapot, so 
that those who liked their tea 
weak would not have to drink 
it full strength. 

When it became legally per-

It was Lelia Barnett who 
taught me to make juleps the 
way they should be made. That 
Was many years ago... now 
and then I still have a mint 
julep party. Only once have I 
asked more than 20 persons to 
such a party, and that was when 
Lelia Barnett’s cousin, the 
duchess of Windsor, came with 
the duke to Beauregard House 
in New Orleans. 

All things being equal, I con- 
sider from six to a dozen the 
best number; and I have also 
learned that if a guest himself 
does not automatically stop at 
the second julep, it is best not 
to offer him any more.

Should You File 


A Joint Return? 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue 


This is the second of five articles by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, giving helpful 
advice to taxpayers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (UP). 
HE ONLY SURE WAY for married couples to tell 
whether to file a joint return or separate income tax 
returns is to figure the tax both ways. 
Generally, married couples save money by filing a

joint return. This may be 
<eU .4 done on either Form 
lepartment 1040A or 1040, depending

on whether your combined 
gross income was less, or 
more, than $5000. 

Also, the law allows 
you to file each year to 
your own advantage. In 
other words, you aren’t 
bound to file jointly this 
year just because you did 
so last year. 

Before going further it 
might be well to point out 
that there are certain 
situations in which joint 
filings are forbidden. 
These occur in relatively 
few cases, but should be 
remembered. They are: 
If you were divorced or 
legally separated on or 
before Dec. 31, 1955: if 
you are married to a non-citizen who does not live in this 
country, or if you and your wife report your income on 
the basis of different tax years.

JUST BECAUSE YOUR WIFE had no income in 1955 
doesn’t prevent your filing a joint return. And, even if 
you happened to have been Year's eve— 
before midnight, of course include her in 
a joint return. 

If your wife or husband: died during the year and 
you did not remarry before the close of the year, you may 
file a joint return for the full year. And. under certain 
circumstances, the benefit of income-splitting is allowed 
to the surviving spouse for the two following years. 

The joint return usually works out best and the law 
allows you to whichever methods costs you the 
lesser amount, or gives you the greater refund. Even if 
your wife worked a little during the year—earned less than 
$600 perhaps—it will probably 
file a joint return, 
get the refund.

IF SHE FILED a separate return, vou could not file 
a joint return and you would also lose her as an exemption. 
If you do-file a joint return. you both must sign and you 
both become liable for any balance of tax due. 

When filing a joint add together the 
husband's and the wife's income and the exemptions and 
the deductions of both. And keep in mind that if you file 


return, you

of you itemizes deductiens, then 

the other must also itemize. 
A special tax rate table is provided on Form 1040 
which automatically splits the taxable joint income re- 


ported. If your computations show a balance of tax due, 


attach a check or money order for the full amount due 
made out to the “Internal Revenue Service,” to your return 
before mailing it to your District Director.

IF YOU USE the card Form 1040A, fill it out and mail 
to the District Director for your locality along with your 
Form W-2’s, The District Director will send you a bill or 
a refund as soon as your return is checked. He will com- 
pute the tax on the combined or separate income, which- 
ever results in the smaller tax or larger refund. 

Remember, those returns are due not later than mid- 
night April 16. You have a day of grace this year because 
the legal deadline, April 15, falls on a Sunday. 

And, please don't wait to the last minute if you can 
help it. The sooner you file your return, the better it will 
be for all concerned.

SQUAD,” A HANDPICKED GROUP INCLUDING UNDERCOVER SPECIALISTS WHO CONSTANTLY KEEP

LONDON, Feb. 20. 
SLIGHTLY graying, dark- 
A taivea, strong-jawed type of 
Englishman stands half-bent 
across his desk at Scotland 
Yard, incessantly chain-smoking, 
The words come easily and flu- 
ently as he talks about his job. 
His well-worn gray pinstripe 
suit is in need of a press, and 
there is cigarette ash down the 
front of his coat. With his horn- 
rimmed spectacles, there is lit- 
tle of the super-sluth about him, 
nothing to indicate he is one of 
the most brilliant detectives in 
Britain, a former top-notcher of 
the Yard’s murder squad 
He is Detective Chief Super- 
intendent Reginald Spooner, a 
man who has mounted the po- 
lice ladder almost to the pin- 
nacle of his profession. Today 
“Reg” Spooner is head of the 
famed Flying Squad, nicknamed 
the “heavy mob” by London's 
crooks It's another of the 
glamour units of the Yard's 
Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment, with a group of skilled 
and very tough operatives hand- 
ling its business 
Between answering a suc- 
cession of telephone calls, 
Spooner gets down to cases but 
is diffident about talking about 
himself. He admits to being the 
murder squad operative who 
went out and brought in hand- 


some sadist George Neville 
Heath, who had committed 
several hideously brutal mur- 


ders. But he prefers to talk 
about the work of the Yard and 
particularly about the Flying 
Squad. 

A lifetime in police work has 
made Spooner an authority, but 
has not soured him. The fas- 
cination of pitting his brains 
against the criminal remains 
his life. Somewhat wryly, he 
admits that the Flying Squad 
does not fly but explains that 
it got its name because of its 
fast undercover cars and the 
fact it has a roving sort of as- 
signment which permits it to 
take off fast. 

Living up to its better de- 
scriptive name of the “ghost 
squad,” it is the Yard's mobile 
anonymous brigade. It does not 
advertise its presence by rush- 
ing around with sirens sounding 
or tires squealing. 

The Flying Squad’s job is to 
look inconspicuous, watch the 
crooks quietly, prevent them 
from forming gangs and becom- 
ing a “nuisance,” and to go 
after them and anyone back of 
them by every means, including 
the devious, once a big job of 
indictable crime is pulled. 

It's a job that takes in every- 
thing except murder and fraud 
cases. A lot of the squad’s work 
is highly dangerous. Hurts and 
bruises are cOmMmon as opera- 
tives armed only with short 
wooden batons and knowledge 
of ju jitsu tackle criminals who 
often carry knives, razors, and 
blackjacks, but seldom guns. Its 
work is slogging, involving long 
hours of patient watching of 
crooks, in all weather, and read- 
iness to take off day or night 
at a moment's notice. 

“It is a job for a young man.” 
comments Spooner. The impli- 
cation is he regrets he is get- 


ting on in life and is chair- 
borne. 

Every man in the Flying 
Scuad is handpicked for the 


job, including the drivers of the

high-powered cars. As mainly 
undercover operatives, the de- 
tectives are told to create their 
own sources of information, to 
have a wide knowledge of the 
criminal fraternity, but above 
all to be inobtrusive. As soon 
as Spooner feels they are be- 
coming known, they are moved 
some place else, to a new terri- 
tory. 

The select group within the 
squad which virtually lives with 
crookdom are indeed the squad's 
ghosts. They never mingle with 
other detectives, never go .out 
of character, never participate 
in an arrest or attend a court 
case. They get their informa- 
tion, pass iton by devious means 
to Scotland Yard, and go back 
into their obscurity. 


The squad men confess that 
they operate best out of sight, 
that they like to leave it to the 
informed car squads handling 
other patrols to attract the at- 
tention with sirens, bells, and 
smart uniforms while the Flying 
Squad operatives remain dls- 
creetly in the background. 
They carry their love of ano- 
nymity even to the point of 
having their own switchboard 
for their internal use at Scot- 
land Yard, manned by trusted 
operatives, for the calls they 
receive come from unusual 
places and sources. 

Practically every important 
arrest made by the squad men 
is the result of patient watch- 


ing, of information received, 
and of skilled analysis of 
trends in crook work brought 


in by the research boys of the 


Yard’s information room, map 
room, and by the provincial 
police. 


Flying Squad operatives also 
admit the value of the informa- 
tion. network in their job. It 
was “information received” 
which enabled the squad to nab 
a powerful gang which planned 
to filch $1,000,000 in gold from 
London Airport in 1948. The 
squad men. regard that job as 
a classic in their operations. 


Scotland Yard was tipped a 
gang would attempt to hijack 
the gold while it was in over- 
night storage at the airport. A 
powerful Flying Squad detail 
was posted. At dead of night, 
masked men drove up in a 
truck, all armed with iron bars, 
car handles, home-made black- 


jacks. 
T hangar door, found the ex- 

pected “drugged” guards in- 
side (the plot called for drugged 
tea being given the guards, but 
squad men had taken their 
place.) The fake guards allowed 
themselves to be bound and 
their mouths plaster-taped. One 
got a terrific kick in the head, 
but did not let out a whimper. 

Only when the gang leader 
took the keys to the safe from 
one of the guards did the squad 
act. The fight which followed 
is still recalled with a sort of 
misty - eyed wonderment by 
squad operatives. The squad 
meri had their wooden batons 
and their fists; the crooks 
grabbed anything in reach, in- 
cluding bludgeons, wrenches, 
iron bars, and the jagged end 
of a bottle. 

The squad inspector got hit 
over the head with an iron bar, 
was lifted up bodily and slung 
outside by one of the mob. 
Four mobsters were eventually 
overpowered inside after a ter- 
rific battle; three others con- 
tinued the fight outside. One 
of them drew a gun but was 
prevented from using it. 

In due course the gang came

before a judge, who handed 
down sentences from five to 12 
vears of hard labor.

Operatives in the Flying Squad 
come from all professions and 
trades, represent all educational 
levels. They can successfully 
pose as night-club habitues, East 
Side waterfront workers, May- 
fair socialites, or out-of-work’ 
bricklayers. Their bailiwick 
ranges from the smart center 
of London with its hotels, pal- 
aces, clubs and “joints” to the 
drab East Side. 

They seldom wear disguise, 
for they believe that smacks too 
much of the “dramatic” and ill- 
befits a British policeman. It is 
the squad's boast that some- 
where among its members they 
always can find a man able to 
fit the part without the aid of 
false beards

S almost legendary figure who 
pulls the myriad strings of the 
Yard's crack Special Branch 
detectives is Commander Leon- 
ard J. Burt, who is called “Mr. 
Hush Hush.” 

Commander Burt and his men 
thrive in the shadows. They 
only come into the light of pub- 
licity which always surrounds 
Scotland Yard when they pull 
off a coup. And they go back 
into the shadows as quickly as 
they can. 

Burt, a neatly dressed, pre- 
cisely spoken man of 61, has 
spent virtually his entire adult 
life in the London police force. 
He came up the hard way from 
patrolman. 

He personally arrested atomic 
traitors like Allan Nunn May 
and Klaus Fuchs. He hunted 
down and sent to the gallows 
many war-time spies for Ger- 
many, pursued with implacable 
singlemindedness men like the 
notorious Britisher traitor, Wil- 
liam (“Lord Haw-Haw”) Joyce, 
once the war was over, and saw 
them handed to the hangman. 


This man with the friendly 
manner, who talks half-apologet-

ically about himself, has eyes 
that are granite-cold in their 
unchanging hardness. Like so 


many of the top level men at 
the Yard, Burt could easily be 
taken for anything but a crack 
detective. The neat blue busi- 
ness suit, gray necktie, trim 
black shoes, the black Homburg 
hanging on the hatrack and the 
neatly piled papers in the trays 
on his desk are the hallmark of 
typical British business execu- 
tive 

Burt likes to show off the 
glass case filled with the tro- 
phies won by the crack shots 
of the Special Branch, or to 
draw attention to his staff's 
prowess at soccer.’ He is proud 
of everyone under him, with 
reason, for his men are hand- 
picked for their courage, their 
linguistic ability, and incident- 
ally their knowledge of 


cloak and dagger trade. 

HE semmeander deprecates 
T ctoat- and-dagger talk, how- 

ever, and only hesitantly 
agrees that while there are no 
cloaks or daggers in sight in 
his handsomely appointed room, 
his trade is one filled with in- 
terest. 

Among the toughest and most 
courageous men in the profes- 
sion, he is head and shoulders 
above everyone else. And one 
hears without much surprise 
that this man on whom royalty, 
visiting foreign potentates and 
statesmen and many other peo- 
ple depend to keep them safe 
in their beds is a “keen horti- 
culturist,” rather proud of his 


chrvsanthemums. 
There's not much that is not 
classified in Burt's personal

things which is certain is that 
Burt doesn’t like the fable that 
he is the Yard's glamour boy, 
who came up 
patrolman. 

Burt padded the East Side 
as a rookie cop before the first 
World War. moved slowly but 
surely through the _ various 
grades. Police service for him 
really started when he entered 
the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment, mecca of all am- 
bitious London police. 

He still looks back to his ac- 
tive CID days with lasting af- 
fection: the hurly-burly of the 
chase after the crook, his five 
years as a chief inspector of the 
Murder Squad when the fabu- 
lous Bob Fabian was an inspec- 
tor, and the time when he ran 
the always active. Vine Street 
Division in the heart of London. 

In World War Il, Burt was 
transferred somewhat to his 
surprise into Britain's MI5 di-

There's a hint of 
the fabulous in this man, with

often is against himself. 

Burt was responsible 
assisted in the capture 
20 spies for Germany, all of 
whom found death.

impression that everything is 
so open and above board, that 
there is nothing up his sleeve. 
The Special Branch he heads 
is about the nearest thing the 


British have to the secret police 
in some of their continental 


neighbors. Yet it is not a secret 
police: nor is it a political po- 
lice. It is Burt's cross that the 


world seems to regard his unit 
as a secret political police force. 

It gets its name from its spe- 
cial duties, and they include 
the guarding of royalty, pro- 
tecting visiting foreign nota- 
bilities, and important British 
political personalities. It checks 
ports and airports and watches 
for known international crooks 
and foreign political agitators. 

The Special Branch operative 
is required to be able to speak 
foreign languages like a native. 
One operative just retired spoke 
10 fluently, many speak half a 
dozen including Russian, and 
would pass as natives of the 
countries whose languages they 


speak. 
The people they guard are 
known targets for cranks and 


the foreign dignitaries who ar- 
rive in England sometimes come 
from spots where there's a long 
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background of assassination. 
The tough jobs go to the top 
men and Commander Burt takes 
the toughest—the planning of 
security for the Queen or any 
top member of the royal family 
making a trip abroad, the or- 
ganization of protection of “hot” 
characters like Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov of Russia, the

and most of them are filed away 
tidily in the mind of Burt, the 
ever watchful eye of the depart- - 
mental machine.

If anvone asks Burt for a 
precise definition of his job. his 
most likely answer is that it 
embraces all matters concern- 
ing the security of the state. 
And at the top is Burt, 
in his quiet, cozy office in the 
newest of the Yard's buildings. 

The curious thing in 
spect is that the man himself 
seems to fit the legend which 
surrounds him, his work, and 
his men, even without the cloak 
and the dagger.

T IS a relatively easy matter 
[t select the right opening bid 
from one or more alterna- 
tives, and it is also easy to 
choose the best first-round re- 
sponse, but opener’s and re- 
sponder’s second-round rebids 
may not be so easy. What is 
more, the discrimination (or 
lack of this quality) applied to 
each rebid is apt to be the most 
important factor in the choice 
of the final contract. Thus. 
while it cannot be said that any 
bid is unimportant, it is obvi- 
ously a very good idea for play- 
ers to give extra consideration 
to their second-round calls. 

That is precisely what South 


did not do in the following case

Ac- 
tually, South did throw off a 
club from his own hand and 
ruffed the trick in dummy (to 
preserve his‘own greater trump 
length) but he still could not 
handle the outstanding trumps, 
and eventually went down two 
tricks. Since North-South could 
have made quite a few points 


at a part-score contract in 
clubs, their loss on the deal 
was rather substantial. 

It was South’s rebid that 


derailed the partnership. True, 
North did not have to raise 
spades, but.a better action was 
hard to find. North was willing 
to reach game at spades if 
South had four good trumps-— 


there was no way of his know- 
ing that South's spade suit was 
s0 Weak 

Everything considered, South 
should have been satisfied to 
make the less encouraging 
second-round call of three 
clubs. If North-elected to pass, 


it was scarcely likely that any 

laydown game would be missed, 

and at least South would col-

Cleaning a Hot Water Tank. 
S we've mentioned before, 

A ore good way to avoid hav- 
ing dirty or rusty hot water 

is to draw the sediment out of 


the bottom of the hot water 
storage tank at regular inter- 
Vals 


This is done by not using any 
hot water for an hour or so to 


allow the sediment to settle in 
the tank and then drawing it 
out of the tank through the 
drain valve or faucet at the 
base of the tank 

Sometimes. however, the in- 


side of the tank becomes coated 
with sediment and rust and 
then its time for a good clean- 
ing. 

Turn off the heat to the hot 
water storage tank and then 
close off. the fresh water sup- 
ply to the tank. Next thing you 
do is open the nearest hot wa- 
ter fauce to the tank. This 
should be left open to prevent 
a partial vacuum being formed 


in the tank when you start to 
drain off the water. 

Now go ahead and drain the 
tank of its contents. Most tanks 
have several openings in them 
into which are fitted pipes or 
plugs. Remove these so that a 
stream of water trom a garden 
hose can be played over the In- 
side surfaces of the tank. Leave 
the tank drain faucet open so 
that the dirt flushed off the 
inside of the tank will drain 
out of the tank 

After you've given the inside 
a good hosing down, youve 
done about all you can. Heavy 
accumulationseof rust inside an 
iron tank cannot b® completely 
removed by this process—only 
the loose material will be 
flushed away.
